HANSON SAID that it was a 
matter of principle, where one 
local bidder was not required 
to submit a bond, and another 
had to do so in order to qualify.

C o nt r a e t s of certificated 
teachers in the Palm Springs 
Unified School District were re­ 
newed by the board of trustees 
Thursday evening, under the 
new salary schedule which ap­ 
plies a straight $400 increase 
for all classifications. 
The increase was adopted 
previously, as was a straight 
five percent raise for all non­ 
certificated personnel of the 
district. 
TOTAL COST of the two in­ 
creases is $43,976.92. with $36, 
850 alloted lo certificated per­ 
sonnel, and $7.126.92 to other 
employes. An additional $18,000 
will be needed for four new 
teachers. 
Comparisons 
between 
the 
total salaries this school term 
and the 1954-55 school year are: 
Certificated personnel $415,100 
and $451,950; non-certificated 
personnel $137,313.72 and $145,­ 
440.64. 
IN ADDITION, a thirteenth 
step in the salary schedule was 
added for the foitr classes of 
certificated personnel, which 
made possible increases of an 
additional $150 for 37 teachers. 
The raises are not expected 
to result in an increase in the 
tax rate, according to Dr. Arthur 
G. Hoff, schools superintendent, 
who said that it could be ah 
sorbed by the expected raise in 
valuation of the district. 
THE ANNUAL BUDGET hear­ 
ing is held during August, with 
the preliminary budget pre­ 
pared for submission to the 
county superintendent’s office 
prior to July 1. 
This increase was consider­ 
ably more than the one granted 
last year, which averaged out 
about $200. 
Dr. Hoff said that it was 
necessary to grant the increase 
in order that Palm Springs 
move hack into the upper 25

SUCCESSFUL CIRCUS — There have always been two 
objectives in staging the Desert Circus: to provide the com­ 
munity with an annual event for the entertainment of visitors 
and to assist local charities. 
At first the main purpose was to 
raise money. 
In later years the Desert Circus was expanded 
so much and so much money spent on the various events that 
there was little or nothing left for charity. 
Two years ago 
the affair went heavily into debt. 


Last vear the Desert Circus was returned to a sensible 
basis under the co-chairmanship of George Strebe and Mill 
Hicks. 
The people enjoyed and supported the Circus and it 
went back on the right side of the ledger. 
But there were 
many debts to pay and charity didn’t benefit much. 


Under the same leadership this year’s Desert Circus was 
even more successful and the Circus association has just dis­ 
tributed $13,500 among churches, charitable and youth agen­ 
cies. A great deal of credit ior putting the Circus back on its 
feet goes to Ceorge Strebe and Milt Hicks. Among the many 
who gave them a lot of help were Trav Rogers, Jimmy Cooper, 
Ray Ryan. Marvin Fritz. Harold West, Jim Welch, Hank Nor­ 
man and Jim Morton. 
The community should be grateful to 
all of these men and the others who have helped put the Des­ 
ert Circus back on its feet. 
A couple of years ago it looked 
like the big annual event was going to die by default; there 
wasn’t going to he any more Desert Circus. 
Alarmed at the 
prospect, the Chamber of Commerce called a group of civic 
leaders together and Stewart Hopps was induced to take the 
chairmanship. 
An elaborate celebration was staged but parti­ 
cipation was disappointing. 
The future looked even more 
discouraging. 
But the old-timers pitched in and decided to 
revive the Circus idea of earlier years.

There will always be the question of whether the Circus 
should be held March or April. 
Those in charge think it was 
too late this year for needed support. 
Others feel that the 
later date helps to keep people here and lengthen the season. 
It must, of course, be a financial success to keep going. 
An 
earlier date may be almost a necessity. That's something to 
take into consideration when planning the events program for 
next year. 


Failure of so many business establishments to sell or pay 
for ten dollars worth of tickets to the Circus events was dis­ 
appointing to those in charge this year. 
They felt that this 
small amount from a lot of places which benefit from the 
Circus would make the event a big financial success. 
But 
the income from this source fell far short of the expected re­ 
turn. 
Anyway, it can again be said that the Desert Circus 
is staged for the benefit of charity. 
If present interest is 
sustained, the local organizations which get the benefits will 
share in even larger amounts. 


The Desert Sun joins with others throughout the community 
in congratulating the men and women who staged the Desert 
Circus this year for a job well done.
